If the improvement continues and 
the Russian armies fulfill their duty 
teward thelr own country and their 
allies, General Ruzsky believed the 
Germans can be beaten by autumn 
and forced to accept the allies’ peace 
terms, General Rugsky places great 
reliance on the paqrsonal influence 
with the troops of Minister of War 
Kerensky.

MANITOBA SUM 
THAT HE STOLE 


Umpire Rules That Kelly Must 
Pay Back $1,207,351.65 To 
The Province.

WINNIPEG, Man. May 25.—The 
long dispute between tho Province of 
Manitoba and the firm of Thomas 
Kelly and Sons over the payment for 
work done by that firm on the provin- 
celal parliament buildings was settled 
today by a decision of the umpire of 
the apprisal board, Robert MacDon- 
ald, of Montreal, who finds that the 
Kelly company must pay back to the 
province the sum of $1,207,351.65, 
with interest from July 1, 1914, at five 
per cent, totalling about $180,000 
more. The decision as to costs in con- 
nection with the appraisal was re- 
served, 

After the present government took 
office a civil suit was entered by the 
Province against the Kelly firm for 
alleged overpayments on construction 
work by the former government. The 
company, in turn, entered a counter 
suit for damages, Neither case came 
to trial, and after lengthy negotiations 
an appraisal board was appointed re- 
cently, its findings to be binding on 
all parties, The board consisted of §. 
C, Oxton, deputy minister of public 
works, representing the government; 
J. H. Burt, for the contractors, and 
Robert MacDonald, who was to have 
the deciding voice.

OTTAWA, May 25.—A further ex- 
planation of the future position of 
Canada in regard to the admission of 
natives of India into the country was 
made in the commons tonight by Hon 
Robert Rogers, mintster of public 
works He assured the house that 
none of the rights of Canada had been 
of the de- 


given away as the result 
liberations of the Imperial confer 
ence, The dominion ministers, he 


said, had discussed the quesion of im- 
migration frankly with the represen- 
tatives of India but nad not held out 
to them any hope that Canada's attl- 
tude in the future would differ ma- 
terially from what it has been up to 
the present time, 
Rogers Agrees 

Mr. Rogers agreed with Hon, Frank 
Oliver, who had preceded him and 
who had declared that despite In- 
dia's splendid partictpation in the war 
the people of this country still have 
the full right to insist upon Canada 
being a white man’s country, The old 
civilizations and the new, Mr. Oliver 
said, would not mix and if the over- 
seas dominions were not allowed to 
remain white the empire would not in 
the end remain under the control of 
white men. 

Several hours were spent on the es- 
timates of Hon, W. J, Roche, minis- 
ter of the interior. 

J. G. Turriff! and W.. 1H, Khowies 
wanted to know if the government 
endorsed the views of the member 
for Calgary (R. B. Bonnett) when he 


advocated the disfranchisement of 
Germans and Austrians, 
Had No Authority 
Dr. Roche said that Mr, Bennett 


was expressing his personal views and 
did not speak on the authority of the 
government, 

Mr. Oliver declared that this view 
was not consistent with the methods 
employed by the member for Calgary 
in conjunetion with the department of 
the interior for the securing of labor 
for the farms The government was 
threatening the disfranchisement of 
British citizens of alien enemy origin 
but was offering specral unwarranted 
and illegal inducements to American 


citizens of the same origin, They 
were encouraged to come to Canada 
and were informed that work on a 
farm would be counted as residence 
on # homestead which they might 
fake up. 
No Government Threat 

Dr, Roche replied that the govern- 
ment had not threatened to disfran- 
chise British citizens of allen enemys 
origin, and the government was not 


responsible for the personal views of 
the member for Calgary, Mr. Oliver 
replied that if Mr, Bennett held an 
important commission from the gov- 
ernment the government had to be 
responsible for his statements 

Dr. Roche contended that the Kov- 
ernment had been justified in the 
methods employed to secure farm la 
bor, The member fur Edmonton war 
surely not content that American cit 
izens should be prevented from com 
ing to Canada because their anteced- 
ents came from Germany or Austria 

Mr. Oliver said that what he con- 
tended was the refusal of the mem 
ber for Calgary to recognize the right 
of citizenship conferred by Canada 
while recognizing that same right 
when conferred by the United States.

No Matter What Opposition’s Feeling Was, Knew Act Would Have 
To Pass As It Was a Government Measure And They 


Feared The Result At Election. 


About sixty women gathered in the 
Nast End central committees rooms on 
Namayo avenue last night and organ- 
ized for the campaign. Incidentally 
they listened to several good speeches, 


among the orators being Fred Dun- 
ean, the candidate, and H. H, Parlee; 
kK. Cc Mrs. J, Il, Desliets presided 


most capably and started the meeting 
by narrating her own observances of 
the growth of publie sentiment tn fa- 
vor of the wider suffrage for women, 
from the days of the famous speeches 


by HElizabeth Cady Stanton, during 
the Grant campaign, to the present 
time, when she found herself in the 


possession of every right formerly ex- 
clusively held by men 

Mr, Parlee confessed that it was 
only within five or six years that he 
had been converted to the suffrage 
cause, He changed his opinion when 
he had found that women in profes 
sional and business life were proving 


themselves just as eapable as men, 
and that his wife's iudgment was as 
good as his own, if not better. The 
culminating influence, however, wa 
the fact that the men of Canada had 
not made such an unqualified success 
of polities and government as to be 


entitled to exelusive powers. 
Would; Not Dare Opnose 

The speaker said that the Consery 
atives were trying to claim credit for 
suffrage they voteds«for. the 
bill In the legislature. The fact was 
however, that not one of them, no 
matter what his opinion was, would 
have dared imperil his political exist- 
ence by voting against a bill which 
had been introdueed by the govern- 
nent and was certain to pass, whether 
they voted for or against it

mote. Respecting the amendments to

Italian Headquarters, via London, 
May 26—Thursday was the secon! an- 
niversary of Italy's formal entry ‘nto 
the war, Two years ago, when Italy 
declared war on Austria, the Russian 
armies, crippled for lack of war ma- 
terial, were being steadily driven oa 
ward, Today the outlook in Russa 
once more gives cause for anxiety, ow- 
ing to the number of troops recendy 
brought by the enemy from the east- 
ern front. These reinforcements com- 
plicated Cadorna’s task, but are an 
added indication of Italy's invalua>le 
contribution to the common cause of 
the allies, That contribution is too 
often underestimated.

The causes of these tires are varied. 


The origin of some is @ imystery, 
others were the result of brush fires 
setting beyond control, ¢ war start 


ed by a flash of Nghting, one spread 
Trom a smudge started by a disobedi- 
ent child, ono may have been set, one 
by carelessly placed hot ashes, one 
from a cainp fire, and while some of 
the prairie tires were started tu help 
the fariners clear brush land or burn 
off stubble, one of the prairio fires was 
elarted by a spark from a passing 
train, The details of these fires as 
tuld In the district @achanges follows: 


Three Hills Capital, May 18 


The Warmers’ elgvator at Wella was 
destroyed by fire about a week ago. 
When first neticad emoke was pour- 
ing from the top of the building in 
such volume that tt was clearsy im- 
possible to do anything to save the 
structure, Peortunately for the safety 
of the village the wind carried the 
flames and sparks away from nearby 
buildings, so that the citizens were 
able to save a number of buildings by 
ineans of chemleal extinguisherg and 
with water, -At- one time It was 
Uhought neceseary to ask help of 
Munson, but the erisis wags passed 
safely without the help of the netgh- 
boring town About 25,000 bushels of 
erain in the elevator at the time of 
the blaze, was considerably damaged.

IN THE WORLD 
OF LABOR 


HERE is an interesting little 
It story, reminiscent of eariy lave 
troubles, told of the forming o: 
the Edmionton local of the Brick 
layera and Mason's Union. It happen 
ed in 1903, and a meeting having bee: 
called for the Purpose of diseussin; 
the idea of organizing a branch of th 
unton in the city, the gathering tooi 
blace in the room of a local hotel 
Che proprietor, however, having got 
wind of the object of the mecting, 
those who had presented themselves 
were asked to leave the premises. As 
there was no other place convenient, 
an adjournment was made to the 
bank of the Saskatchewan, and hore 
the Edmonton Local of the Brick- 
layers, Masons and Plasterer's Inter- 
national Union of America was organ- 
ized, and has Since gone on its way to 
the present day, ch erfully surmount- 
ing all obstacles that have come in Its 
path, much in the same manner as 
this initial diMeulty was dealt with. 
the Bricklayers and Masons was one 
of the first of the local labor unions 
\o be established in the city, and those 
present at the meeting and the chartei 
members include the names of some 
ef Edmonton's well known business 
men of the present day. Alike with 
the other labor organizations in the 
city, the local has done successful 
work in protecting the interests of its 
members and maintaining athe stah- 
iard of wages. In Edmoi.ton the rate 
per ‘hour for all three classes of 
tradesmen ig 75 cents, and in this city 
is just.a littlo behind Calgary, as in 
that city after July 1st, the rate wil! 
be advanced to 80 cents per hour. 
Just now !n the city and for some 
time past there has been no great atir 
in the building trade, and in conse- 
quence the membership has fallen off, 
as the men “have been compelled to 
seek employment elsewhere, ‘The war 
too, has taken a heavy toll of the 
members, and between 60 and 70 men 
from Edmonton alone are now over- 
seas. There are now two locals in 
Edmonton, one on the both the north 
and south sides of the river, but it is 
expected that before long the two 
will be amalgamated, and south sid 
members will come over to the meet 
ings at the Central Labor Hall.

locals are alen organized into estate 
and provincial confervnces.

Sangster in his dream was duplicated 
in every detail. The family, which 
conaieted of Mr. and Mre. ster, 
the latter's mother, Mra. Hamilton, 
and an ll-year-old nephew, Walter 
Kennedy, was aroused ‘ely in the 
rick of time to escape from the up- 
stairs where they were sleeping. The 
nephew must surely have perished if 
Mrs. Hamilton, who is over 80 years 
of age, had not been ewanened by the 
flames aad warned the others.

Pte. Thornber is 
reported to have 
been wounded in 
the Vimy fighting, 
when the Canad- 
fans wrested that 
stronghold from 
the Germans, but 
ap the wound is 
described as a shot wound in the 
left arm it ie sincerely hoped that his 
recovery will be a matter of a very 
short time. 

Pte. Thornber was born August 14, 
1896, in England. He enlisted August 
10th, 1915; in an Edmonton battalion 
and left for overseas April lst, 1916. 
Bhortly after arriving on the other 
side he transferred to w Highland 
battalion and was shortly afterward 
sent to the trenches. He was wounded 
April 10th, 1917. He was admitted to 
the 26th general hospital at Etaples. 

Before enlisting he was employed as 
a checker on the C.N.R. A few days 
after his name appeared in the cas- 
ualty list as wounded the report was 
cabled over that be had been awarded 
the military medal. The reason for 
the award has not yet been stated 
here.

pects of the allied policy, so far as 
hey directly affect Russian interests. 
will be revised, there wil) be no gen- 
eral definite change in the allied po)- 
icy. Meanwhile the next four weeks, 
which may be decisive of the future or 
Russia for years to come, are await- 
ed with considerable anxiety. Mem- 
bers of the government are optimisti 
regarding the future, but a few week: 
will show conclusively whether thei: 
optimism has any justification, 

A bulletin of the council of work 
men's and soldiers’ fAelegates insist:
